An Aot to amend the (Feneral and Speciel Laws of the
State of Minnesota, relating to the District Court for the
Second Judicial District, and the Court of Common Pleas
Jor the County of Ramsey, as to provide for but one Grand
Jury per year for each of said Courts, to regulate the se-
lection and drawing of Grand and Petit Jurors for said
Courts, and to estadlish the fees of suoh jurors.

Be it enacted by the Legistature of the State of Minnesota:

Seorion 1. The county commissioners of the county
of Rumsey shall, at their next regular meeting after the
passage of this act, and thereafter at their annual meeting
in January, in each jear, {(or as soon after snch anaual
meoting as the same can conveniently be done) select from
the qualified electors of said county, fifty persons properly
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Commlssloners to
select jurors for
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qualified to serve ss grand jurors for the said district court,
and fifty persons properly qualified to serve as grand
jurors for the said court of common pleas; and four hun-
dred persons properly qualified to serve as petit jurors for
said district court, and four hundred persons properly
qualified to serve as petit jurors for said court of common
pleas. Which said names shall be retained and certified in
the manner provided by law for drawing grand and petit
jurors, in separate lists for each ot said courts, to tho
clerk of said district court and court of common pleas.
Duty ot sterkson ~ SEC. 2. Upon the receipt of said liets by the clerk of
peoelptof ury - gaid courts, he shall carefully examine the same, and shall
Dacerof those . 0@ the names of any personscon said lists who may not
be a qualified juror, or who may be exempt, with the na-
ture or cause of such disqualification or exemption, wbich
said names so noted as disqualified or exempt, with the
nature or cause thereof, shall be certified and returned by
gaid clerk to said board of county commissioners, qu or
before their next regular meeting ; and it shall thereupon as
soon ag practicable, proceed to fill tho places of the persons
s0 noted, if they shall find that such exemption or dis-
qualification actually exists, and shall certify and retarn
said names in the same manner as said original list was
rcturned and certified; Provided, That if said original
lists shall contain the names of at least forty grand jurors,
and three hundred and Gty petit jurors, for each of said
courts, after the same are corrected by said clerk, as above
provided, it shall not be necessary to certify the said lists
to said board of county commissioners for correction.

On or before fifteen days prior to the general
b limed.~ how May terin of said district court, and on or before fittecen
turned. . days prior to the general September term of the said
court of common pleas, the grand jurors for said respec-
tive courts shall be drawn from the said lists of grand
jurors so selected, and venires shall be issued therefor,
and served and returned in the same manner as now pro-
vided by the general laws of the state.
Seo. 4. If in the opinion of the judge of either of said
When Judge may GOULts the public interests should at any time require that
grder snother g grand jury shall be drawn for the other general terms of
their respective courts, not above provided for, it shaltand
may be lawful for such judge to make and enter an order
at leust thirty days next prioer to the first day of such gen-
eral term, requiring the county commissioners to select a
list of fifty persons qualified to serve as grand jurors for such
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general term, and the said list shall be reported, returned,
certified and corrected, and the said grand jury drawn
therefrom, in all respects as above provided. And the
grand jury so drawn shall be summoned as provided by
law, and shall have all the powers of a grand jury regu-
larly drawn under this act, and the general laws of this
state.

SEC. 5. On or before fifteen duys prior to any general
term of said district conrt or court of common pleas, of
said county, the one-half of the whole number of names
go selected for petit jurors for such court tuken in the or-
der in which they stand on the suid list thereof, shall be
placed in a box, and shall be drawn Ly the persons and in
the manner now provided by law, except that the first
thirty names drawn from said box shall compose the petit
jurors for the first week of such term of court, and the
second thirty names shall compose the petit jury for the
second week of said torm, and in like manner the names
for tour sevoral sets of jurors of thirty cach, shall be
drawn for such general term of said court, except that for
the next general term of such court, the other half of the
whole number of said list for said court shall be used in
drawing therefor, The said clerk shall make out a sepa-
ratc venire for the petit jury for each weck, and shall
therein direct the sheriff of suid county to summon said
jurors for the particular week of said term for which they
were drawn, respectively ; and the said jurors shall not be
required or permitted to serve beycnd the time for which
they were summoned, unless they or some of them shall
have been sworn and cmpanaelled for the trial of a cause
which is not concluded at the expiration of their said term,
in which event the jurors so empannelied ghall serve until
they shall have rendered their verdict in such cause, or
shall be duly discharged from the further consideration
thereof ; Provided, That the said one-half of the number
of names so placed in the box for the purpose ot drawing
& petit jury for avy term of said court, shall nol be so used
for any subsequent term of said court, until again return-
ed by the county commissioners in pursunance of the pro-
visions of this act.

Sec. 6. The venires for the first two weeks of each of
said general terms, shall be placed in the hands of the
sheriff’ at least twelve days prior to the first day of such
general terms, respectively, and he shdll serve the same
in the manner provided by law., The other venires for
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the third and fourth weeks shall be held in the hands of
the clerk, subject to the order of the court; and upon
such order shall be placed in the hands of the sheriff for
service, and a service of twenty-four hours upon the jurors
named in such venires, shall be valid and effectual for al} .
purposes. :
SEC. 7. The names of the petit jurors who shall not
Disposttion of jo- Bave been drawn in drawing the several venires as afore-
rorenot drami— gaid, shall be carefully preserved by said clerk, and if at
Jeemsybe  any time it shall appear thal the venires drawn for any
general term shall not be sufficient to transact the business
of such termn, the judge of said court may make an order
for such additional juries as may be necessary, whereupon
the sume shall be drawn from the names so preserved by
the clerk, as aforesaid, and venires shall be issued therefor,
and they shall be summoned as last above provided. And
if the names so presorved shall be insufficient, the said
juries may be supplied with tales jurors, or a special ve-
nire may be ordered, in the manuer aforessid by law.
SEec. 8, The fees of all grand jurors, petit jurors, tales
Fees of jarors jurors and struck jurors in said courts of Ramsey county,
wod miémmen,  8hall be fifty cents per day for each day of actual atten-
dance upon court, and mileage for such attendance in pur-
suance of summons: Frovided, That no juror summoned
on a petit or struck jury sball be paid any fee unless he
shall have been actually in attendance upon the court in
pursuance of summons, for at least one half day, and then
only for the time of his actual atlendance. And no tales
jurors shall be paid any fees'unless he shall have been ac-
tually sworn and empannelled on the trial of a cause.

Sgc. 8. This act shall be deemed und construed as a
public act, and all general or special laws of this state in
conflict herewith, shall be construcd as amended by this
act so far ns the same affects the said district court for the
second judicial district, and the court of common pleas for
said counly of Ramsey.

Sec. 10. Section eight of chapter eighty-four of the
Bepeal of forner special laws of one thousand eight hundred and sixty-
seven, is hereby repealed : Provided, That nothing in this
act shall in any manner affect or interfere with the grand
or petit jury for the March term of the court of common
pleas for said county, for the year a. p. one thousand eight
hundred and seventy. ’

Sec. 11. Thiw act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage. :
